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DETAILED ACTION 

Upon further review of this application, it has been determined that further 
restriction is required. The late determination of this further restriction is regretted. 

Supplemental Election/Restrictions 

1 . Further restriction, supplemental to the previous office action, to one of the 
following inventions is required under 35 U.S.G. 121: 

I. Claims 9-44, drawn to a method for processing droplets, classified in class 
436, subclass 180.
